Cultural Decline 
C hided By Rector 

Universities today are sacrificing cultural education for material 
contributions to civilization, Msgr. Alphonse-Maric Parent, rector 
of Laval University, told a meeting of the Canadian Club yesterday 



The cultural decline of our 

universities," he declared, "and 
the formation of men more and 
more narrow-minded, if not hos- 
tile to' what really constitutes 
culture, has. its real foundation in 
a .scepticism towards knowledge 
which deals with objects that we 
cannot, transform and whose ac- 
quisition is sufficient unto itself. 

"Universities," he continued; 
"are' becoming more and more 
purely accidental aggregates of 
professional departments and of 
highly specialized techniques, 
working independently from one 
another and whose importance is 
measured by their contribution to 
the material aspect of civilization." 
Technical Instruction 
He agreed with C. L. Durton, 
president of Simpson's Ltd., who 
said "technical instruction is not 
sufficient. We should have stu- 
dents of an alert mind, capable 
of writing a poem, of makmg^^ 
clear statement, of discussing iii-' 
telligcntly the problems of the 
day. We can use . . . modern ap- 
paratus to take the place of mus- 
cular strength, but. we cannot find 
a substitute for the human mind.'* 
Msgr. Parent declared that spec- 
ial emphasis must be placed on 
the recruiting and preparation of 
professors sufficiently intelligent 
and unselfish, who must be gu.i 
ranteed an independence from the

More Private Support Ursred 





Sherbrooke. — Premier Maurice 
Duplessis yesterday urged wealthy 
French-speaking Canadians to be 
more generous towards Quebec's 
educational institutions. 

Speaking at the blessing and 
official inauguration of Sher- 
brooke University's new science 
building, the premier said the 
cause çf education deserved the 
financial support of all wealthy 
citizens. 

"We have in Quebec Freiich- 
speaking Canadians who are 
rich," he said. "These persons 
should realize that by helping our 
educational institutions they arc 
making a truly worthy invest- 



ment." 

Mr. Duplessis said no worldly 
possession had the value of edu- 
cation. The education a person 
acquires is a capital that can never 
be lost, he said. 

The premier said Quebec's 
rapid growth and expansion re- 
quired the spending of large sums 
of money. He said his govern- 
ment wanted to give as 'much as 
possible to education at all levels. 

"Of course," he said, "our gen- 
erosity must be conditioned by 
our financial means." 

Mr. Duplessis said Lands and 
Forests Minister John Bourquc, 
the member for Sherbrooke, 



would introduce legislation early 
during the coming session to 
speed up paymeiU^of the govern- 
ment's $730^^|^r'aiit for the 
newly-completed science building. 

He also promised to do "every- 
tiling possible" to give Sherbroo- 
ke University another grant for 
construction of new quarters for 
the Faculty of Commerce. 

The premier said the new 
science building — the first con- 
struction on the university's near 
500-acre campus — answered a 
long-felt need. 

"We should have more French- 
speaking engineers in the Prov- 
ince of Quebec," he said. 
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There'll Be Changes Made 

As we go to press the election results are being tabul- 
^àted; and Môntç|al has a new Mayor. The people of this 
city have iniSi^ted that they did not appreciate the words 
and works of Jean Drapeau. He was a controversial mayor, 
and it was difficult to be impartial to hini. He (based his 
campaign on a promise to abolish that most deiectable of 
Montreal phenomena — vice, and no one can be neutral to 
vice. Though there have been many statements to- the 
contrary, anyone with an eye for a roulette wheel or illegal 
drink or leg will attest that these have been rarer in the 
Drapeau reign. Whether or not Montreal applauds this 
rarity the election does not show. There was no landslide. 
It was a shift. 

Montreal will now be in an interesting position. The 
city with perhaps the most cockeyed system of government 
in the world will be govemed by a mayor who will possibly 
not get the support of a hostile council. The new mayor 
should endeavour to institute changes in the system. His 
advocacy of a new form of metropolitan government would 
suggest that he is contemplating such changes. 

Whether or not the city will be better under Senator 
Foumier, only time will be able to tell. Mr. Drapeau gave 
his best to his city. He has done many things for the city, 
and its citizens must be grateful for this. 

But in the quietest and most orderly election in many 
years, Montreal has cliosen a new mayor, and while this is 
an important honor for Senator Foumier, it is a ^ave 
responsibility. He must not let his supporters down. 

We say a nostalgic "merci" to a defeated and colorful 
mayor and wish his successor all good fortune. 

Give A Listen 

We met a young lady the other day who was getting 
the best of both worlds. Despite the crowded timetable of an 
Honors course ink^he^aculty, of Science, she had opted to 
audit one of the'^SriS^uraes:" Not only that, but this parti- 
cular young lady was veiy often able to out-arts the arts- 
men in contributing to discussions. The vision of a budding 
scientist more than able to hold his or her own in an arts 
course is one that is looked upon with suspicion, if not with 
terror, by arts people. The only defence they have is to 
accuse the interlopers of either trying to obtain a pseudo- 
intellectual education, or of cliasing some man or woman. 

In theory, any registered student is entitled to audit 
any lecture given in the university. 'in practise very little 
auditing goes on, most students being content to put in the 
^ timeon their required courses, and not "bux-den" themselves 
^tj^tKw; courses. And yet, some of these courses, if put 
ll^^^jl^public lecture series, would attract many students, 
^because their presentation makes them easy to assimilate, 
and their content is interesting. More important, than the 
mere matter of interest in another course is the. chance to 
acquire a rounded education, and a better appreciation of 
the humanities or the sciences. 

^ h a world where the humanities and the sciences seem 
S^Be*^becoming more and more mutually unintelligible, the 
need for the student of either discipline to keep a flexible 
mind, and to gain at least a smattering of knowledge about 
subjects other than those listed" • as course " requirements 
would appear to be obvious. The students' willingness to 
step outside the limits of mere requirements, and to find 
out how much other courses have to offer is one real 
measure of their ability to get a real university education.

Ghana Seeks A New Democracy 



As a Ghanaiah, I, suppose it is not 
pr^mi^ous on my part to state that 
I -amfiinB :good position to appraise 
Donald Johnson's article which ap- 
peared in the McGill Daily of Octo- 
ber 16, 1937. In short, the material of 
his article was quite impressive. His 
great care to put the various problems 
clearly across and to refrain from 
presenting any facts tinged with any 
personal colours is praiseworthy. 
However, the article raised some per- 
tinent questions which I propose to 
discuss here. 

It is accurate to note as Johnson 
pointed out that Ghana is far from 
being one homogenous nation. One 
would expect that the different tribal 
identities having been under British 
rule for more than a century would 
have been brought together. The four 
main areas — The Gold Coast Colony, 
Ashanti, British Togoland and The 
Northern .Territories — were admi< 
nistered by one central government 
Sadly enough the Colonial Govern- 
ment Policy did not apparently help to 
develop a National Unity. On the con 
trary the Colonial Government pur- 
sued a policy of divide and rule. The 
tribal feelings and regional interests 
of the different groups were highly 
played upon through the agency of 
the traditional rulers. One of the most 
significant achievements of Dr. 
Nkrumah's Convention People's Party 
was to bridge the gulf between the 
divergent regional and tribal groups. 
Thus in 1956, barely eight years after 
the party was formed, the various 
factions were considerably united 
under the national banner of the 
C.P.P., and demanded independence. 
Meanwhile, the Imperial government 
had placed the traditional rulers in a 
position which made them feel that 
they were playing an important role 
in the gov<!rning of their respective 
regions. A few hand-picked chiefs sat

(then the Gold Coast) but had prac 
tically no power to influence decisions 
made by (he council. It is natural 
therefore that some of_ the chiefs, 
especially in Ashanti, wht-^re they were 
quite powerful, caught in the midst 
of rapid changes became rather wary. 
They felt their position as- traditional 
rulers was at stake. The .opposition, 
headed by Dr. Busia quickly seized 
upon the issue and made a major poli- 
tical game out of it. Whether Dr. 
Busia is advocating that the chiefs 
should hold their status quo, or that 
the government should uphold the 
institution of chieftaincy for its ful 
tural value is not altogether clear. 

In the opinion of this writer, there 
is no real need for Ghana to adopt 
"Western Democracy" in a book-copy 
fashion. Ghana lias her own peculiar 
problems and the ideals of demo> 
cracy are inevitably bound' to be 
limited by these very problems. This 
may probably sound heretical. But 
anyone who' is familiar with British 
Colonial Government can appreciate 
the crux in this statement. This writer 
remembers his high school days when 
he listened to eloquent lectures on 
democraç^i^itig Civics lessons only 
to look^raround^and question himself 
whether those principles of a demo- 
cratic system preached in the class- 
room were meant only as part of 
academic discipline? For tlic Govern- 
ment of Ghana was (hen far from 
being democratic. The recent deporta- 
tion of journalist Bankole Timothy 
cannot justifiably be taken as an 
indication that Dr. Nkumah's govern- 
ment is attempting to suppress free- 
dom of the press. No responsible gov- 
ernment can afford to stand by uncon- 
cerned when this so-called' freedom 
of the press is continually misused to 
foment trouble among the different 
sections of the citizens. Tlie Colonial 
Government, who were no • doubt 
quite experienced in the traditional 
democratic system in. Britain, found it 
necessary and right to introduce a 
Sedition Bill under which any person 
who published a seditious article in 
the country laid himself open to strict 
action (including exile and deport- 
ation.) This is no suggestion by any 
means that the government of Ghana 
could be justified if they adopt with- 
out tangible reasons any of the unde- 
sirable policies bequeathed by colonial 
tutelage, otherwise the achievement of 
independence would have been in 
vain. ' 

It. is fair to note that Britain had 
succeeded in a large measure to infro- 
cjuce democratic institutions in Ghana. 
However, it must be remembered that 
the first general election based on 
adult sufferage was held in Ghana 
only in 19-18. This experiment in 
democracy has so far been a success, 
though one must admit that things 
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are not yet altogether smooth. There 
is a long way to go, but Ghana is 
diligently learning her lesspns. Is it 
not the right , of man to make mis- 
takes and to learn from his mis- 
takes? It is perhaps loo early to say 
what may become of democracy in 
Ghana. Nonetheless, in the opinion 
of this writer, who understands better 
the deep causes of the problems in 
his country, 'any apprehension that 
Ghana may go from colonialism to 
dictatorship is simply untenable.
